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Sorghum Apparatus and Operations.

made. The arrangement must be such 
as to allow the juice to flow slowly thro' 
the filtering material. We have hereto- 
fore described several plans, ail upon the 
same general principles. Here la anoth- 
er which will perhaps be found as simple 
and convenient as any. Provide a bar- 
rel, tabor box of any convenient dimen- 
sions, to receive the juice as it comes 
from the mill. Procure a piece of gas 
pipe ion;.' enough to reach from the bot- 
tom nearly to the top of the juice tank, 
allowing also about three or four inches 
at each end for a short bend. Heat one 
end about three or four inches from the 
end, to a led heat, and bend the pipe 
carefully to a right angle. Heat the oth- 
er and bend in the opposite direction. 
Notice where the seam or weld in the 
pipe occurs, and when bent let that come 
on the outer and inner face of the curve, 
not on the side, as it will he more apt to 
J part the weld and leak. Insert one end 
into a hole, near the bottom of the juice 
tank, which it should lit nicely, not too 
tight. The pipe should then extend up 
on the outside nearly to the top of the 
tank, and the tank be tilled with clean 
straw. The juice now being admitted 
will 1:11 the tank to the level of the out- 
let end of pipe, where it will How out, 
and from thence may he conducted away 
cm* allowed to flow In another vessel. The 
juice must, after the tank Is filled, de- 
scend very slowly through the straw, 
and all suspended impurities will be re- 
tained in the meshes, without, however, 
being packed or compressed so tightly as 



j to obstruct the passage of Juice. When 
,. the filler requires to he emptied, rotate 
pipe down gradually until all the 
flows out, leaving' the impurities 
adhering t<> the straw. The apparatus 
will not leak at the joint or hole in the 
tank where the pipe is Inserted and in 
which it rotates, if nicely fitted. An 
bach pipe will answer for a one or two 
horse mill, and a two inch pipe for a 
pow< r mill. For the latter it will he best 
to procure east h><n angles with screw 
cut pipe to lit.

HoKsK-roWKJt MILLS. 

Nine-tenth- or more of all the Borgkum 
<•;<!. o grown in the country i> worked by 
horse power mills. Sorghum is a home 
crop, capable of being planted and manu- 
factured on the farm without any ox- 
ptnaiTti or intricate machinery Involving 
rare engineering skill. It is interesting 
to farmers, because it can he controlled 
and managed on the farm without any 
extraneous aids. If the Sorghum enter- 
prise involved necessarily a great de- 
parture from the routine of regular farm- 
work, ir Blight he then a profitable ope- 
ratiou, hut only to a small mi m her who 
might make adequate preparation for it, 
hut not, as now, Co the great ma>s. The 
qualities and capacities of horse-power 
mills adapted to the popular want, are 
therefore of the first importance. Oth- 
er things being equal, that mill is best 
for farmer- which consumes least power, 
and it is only re p eat ing the commonest 
maxim in mechanics to say that power 
is most ee n ally applied when used 
most direct, without loss in overcoming 
friction of intermediate and unnecessary 
gearing. In vertical mills the force is 
applied directly to the main roll. In hor- 
izontal mills there must he intermediate 
•.rearing, Involving not only loss of power 
in friction hut additional machinery to 
oil and keen in repair. Vertical mills, 
when provided with a feed box, which 
controls and regulates the entrance of 
cane to the mill, are more convenient 
and easily attended than horizontal 

mills, f»r tiie reason that the feeder al- 
ways supplies the cane at the same point, 
the upper end of the feed l»ox, and when 
he has learned the way from his cane 
pile to the feed box, can work ahout as 
well in the dork or with his eyes shut, 
as in the light. 

In relation to the capacity of cane 
mills, it is -afe to calculate that a verti- 
cal mill, working with one home power 
applied direct, will yield from cane in 
nidlaaij condition forty gallons of juice 
pet hour, and will dispose of an acre of 
cane in say three day-. Two, three or 
four horses* work- ng direct, end employ- 
ed up to their full capacity, will accom- 
plish, proportionally more. The name 
force, applied to a horizontal mill, thro' 
a vertical shafi and a pair of bevel wheels, 
will give ten to fifteen per cent. less in 
effective results, owing to the greater loss 
of power in friction. 

Four horses working an ordinary 
threshing machine power, back geared 
down to give the appropriate motion for 
the rolls, will not give the effective re- 
sults of more than two and a half or 
three horses working direct. For this 
reason we regard the use of extra horse 
power machines of any kind, where the 
motion is speeded up to a velocity great- 
er than is required for the mill, as very 
had economy. The more direct the pow- 
er is applied* the greater will be the econ- 
omy in all cases. 

FILTERS. 

It is an advantage to filter the juice as 
it leaves the mill. It is not practicable 
to strain it. The strainer becomes clog- 
ged very shortly and rendered inopera- 
tive, no'matter how coarse and open it is 
\

For some 

lime produces an effect upon Sorghum 
juice quite different from that which fol- 
lows when used in the juice of tropical 
cane. It discolors or darkens both, but 
Sorghum much more than tropical juice. 
In addition to this it imparts to the sirup 
of Sorghum a rank and to many an ex- 
tremely unpleasant odor and taste. If 
used to the extent of neutralizing all the 
free acid, the sirup becomes unbearable, 
and if the acid is not neutralized, the co- 
agulation of feculences which should he 
produced is only partial and the defeca- 
tion hut little unproved. 

Many, however, think it better to use 
lime and we will afford them all the in- 
formation we can. Provide the best and 
purest white lime and slake by immers- 
ing it in lx)iling hot water. It is then a 
good plan to wash the slaked lime; stir 
it up thoroughly with an abundance of 
water and allow it to settle, pour off and 
repeat two or three times. This dissolves 
out some of the foreign substances, such 
as soda Bad potash. Lit mils paper should 
be provided and the ellect of the lime 
tested very carefully as it is applied. 

For the best mode of using lime we re- 
produce from Sorgo Journal of Septem- 
ber, 1804: 

"The juice having been accumulated 
in a wooden receiver, enough for a charge, 
or if operating continuously, enough for 
an hour's run, is tested with the litmus 
paper. If very acid, it will turn the blue 
paper instantly to a bright scarlet; if less 
acid, a color bordering on crimson will 
appear: if still less, a pink, and so on 
through all the shades till with no 
acid, no change will be produced upon 
the paper. It Is very rare that cane juice 
fails to indicate some degree of acidity. 

In case none is indicated, no lime need 
be used. Fresh water-slaked lime hav- 
ing been prepared in the morning, 
enough for the day, hy heing thoroughly 
mixed with water to the consistency of 
milk, is now to be stirred anew, and after 
standing a few seconds toallow the heavy 
particles to subside, a definite measure of 
the same is added to the juice and Stirred 
quickly, until perfectly diffused. After a 
second or two again apply the test paper, 
and if found that the hue first indicated 
has been distinctly modified from scarlet 
to crimson, or from crimson to pink, or 
from pink th purple, probably enough 
lime has been used; the portion remain- 
ing undissolved may be depended upon 
to complete the neutralization. If no 
distinct change in the color of the paper 
is produced by this first application, an- 
other measure of lime may he added and 
iis effect observed as before, and still an- 
other, if necessary, until the effect is pro- 
duced. It is not -afe to use the quantity 
of lime found sufiicient for one volume of 
juice in another of equal volume, as the 
acidity is not likely to be the same in any 
two lots. 

"For convenience, the limitus paper, 
which is usually sold in small sheets, 
should be cut into strips of an inch or two 
long and a fourth of an inch wide. It 
should be kept in a l>ox or drawer away 
from air, and particularly from the vapor 
arising from the pans. 

"Other neutralizing agents, soda and 
potash, have been used both as carbon- 
ates and in a caustic state. Their effect 
is the same in neutralizing the acid but 
they are not believed to be as effective as 
lime in coagulating the albuminous mat- 
ters contained in the juice. 



"Bi-sulphite of lime is an effective de- 
fecator and decolorizer. It is most ap- 
propriately used by heing allowed to drop 
into the juice as it flows from the mill, 
at the rate of from one to two pints to a 
hundred gallons. As the substance is it- 
self an acid, and as the sulphurous aohl 
which it contains is changed by the ab- 
sorption of free oxygen to-uh>huric acid, 
it is a most active and injurious agent in 
the boiling sriup; it should never be used 
without the subsequent addition of quick 
lime in the manner above described. 

"Various other substances have been 
used with juice, but without results suf- 
ficiently important to command general 
attention." 

HVAPt >n.vn>i;s. 

We have referred to the 1 principles era- 
bodied in the Cook evaporator SO fre- 
quently that we need not enlarge upon 
them here. It seems to us to afford a per- 
fect system of defecation, while it permits 
tlu- juice to he concentrated to simp with 
a shorter exposure to the destructive ac- 
tion of heat than is allowed hy any evap- 
orator in the world. With regard to con- 
venience in working, consumption of fuel 
ami general adaptation to the great popu- 
lar requirements in every respect, we 
think it is inferior to none. 

In using any of the other patented or 
plain evaporators, the operator should 
work with as little juice at a time as the 
apparatus will allow, tt does not, how- 
ever, make so much difference about 
quantity in the first stages of boiling. — 
The conversion, discoloration, and ali the 
mischief produced by excessive heat oc- 
curs late in the process, when the simp 
is nearly done. The reasons of this are 
plain. In the first 'place the temperature 
of boiling sirup is fifteen or twenty de- 
grees greater than it is in a state of juice. 
In the next place, which is of greater im- 
portance, the sirup is more sluggish, and 
the particle- coming in contact with the 
heated plate, having little morality, re- 
main in contact longer, and are thereby 
charred. 

coolixu arjurpa. 

Sirup should be cooled as soon as pos- 
sible, after heing removed from the fire, 
down to a temperature as low at least as 
900 F., and somewhat lower if to be put 
directly into barrels. 

The following is a plan for a cooler 
which answers very well. Prepare a 
wooden box four feet long, eighteen 
inches wide, and ten inches 
cross Imrs five inches high, fitted, not 
perfectly tight at the bottom, at intervals 
of six inches. One end of the hox should 
he pivoted or hinged to a support, and 
the other should have a cord or chain 
reaching up to one end of a lever arrang- 
ed to work like a pump handle. After 
running in hot simp, say eight gallons 
for a box of the dimensions given, the 
pump handle lever may he worked t 
raise and lower the fi 
moderately, causing the sirup to flow 
from end to end in short cascades over 
the bars, exposing a large amount of sur- 
face continuously to the air. Four or 
Ave minutes will suffice by this process, 
which is not Laborious, to cool the sirup. 



The presence of earthy salts in the so- 
lution are Indicated hy the saccharome- 
ter. The quantity contained in cane 
juice often amounts to something con- 
siderable, and an allowance should he 
made when a close calculation is propos- 
ed. There are no convenient means of 
determining how much should be allow- 
ed, hut a deduction of one degree from 
the mark indicated, will probably cover 
in all cases. 

"Hard water"' is hard because it con- 
tains these salts in solution, and they in- 
dicate their presence when tested with a 
saccharometer by a displacement of \ to 
1°. 

We here give a table which originally 
Ippeared in the Journal for July, 1864, 
showing various per Cents of juice ex- 
pressed and the quantity in gallons for 
each, from a given quantity of cane; also, 
various degrees of .saccharine richness 
and the quantity of sirup for each, for 
the gi ven quantity of cane.

In the above tables allowance is made 
for loss by skimming and incidental 
waste. 

A very careful observer informs us that 
the quantities given in our tables are not 
always realized. He thinks more allow- 
ance for wastage should he made. The 
following is his plan for estimating the 
quantity <>f sirup, juice of a certain den- 
sity will yield. It is a very convenient 
, process and certainly affords a safe al- 
.eep, with j towance for drawbacks.

This rule, applied to the quantities of 
end of the hox juice given in our tables, will give from 
one to four gallons of sirup less than we 
have estimated. This is too close an es- 
timate, we think, and does not provide a 
difft /■' ntial clement, but it affords a con- 
venient way of making a rough estimate.

The Cost of Building. 

Next to articles of food and clothing, 
the cost of building materials and of 
buildings directly affect the enjoyment 
of the community and the Int er e sts of 
our industries, (heat as the advance in 
rents and the price of dwellings has 
been, yet the rise has not, until recently, 
been equal to that of the value of com- 
modities. Until about the middle of 
1863, building materials sympathised hut 
little with the general advance of prices; 
for the reason that large stocks were on 
hand, which, in connection with a dull- 
ness in the trade, and moderate wages, 
enabled new buildings to he erected at a 
nominal advance upon old prices. From 
that time up to the spring of 1865 the 
advance was hy no means proportionate 
with that of produce and manufactures. 
At that period, however, the demand for 
dwellings became so pressing, and the 
stocks of timber and lumber so largely 

reduced, while wages were also doubled, 
as compared with former rates, that the 
prices of materials at once rose to ahout 
100 per cent, over those curr en t at the 
commencement of the war. This ad- 
vance was followed bya reaction of ahout 
10 per cent.; which has since been suc- 
ceeded by another upward movement; 
so that to-day the cost of huilding aver* 
ages more than at any previous period. 
Below we give an tateresiing table show- 
ing the prices of the various building 
materials in Septend>or of each of the 
last seven years ■ 
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of house property. That the price of 
labor must he reduced there will be no 
question; hut there would seem to be 
little reason for expecting that the de- 
cline will be immediate, or that it will 
he otherwise than steady and protracted. 
When the value of a 'paper dollar ap- 
proximates more nearly to the value of 
tiie Lrold dollar, then we may anticipate 
a fall in wage.-; tir-t, hecau.-e the laborer 
can then afford to work for lower rate-; 
and next, bec au se the trader will then 
be no longer ahle to insure the former 
high prices. Evidently this proce— of 
recovery must he a slow one, if left to 
itself. There are possible contingencies 
which would materially hasten "the re- 
sult. Such, for instance*, as a widespread 
panic, which some gloomy prophets are 
ever and anon reminding us is impend- 
ing, or an early resumption oi" specie pay- 
ment-, which, however desirahle on 
many grounds, would not -eem to be 
among the things to be hoped for in the 
m ar future. 

There are. however, some reason^ why 
building materials may not sympathise 
with any early decline in other article- 
of merchandise. We have already no- 
ticed the fact that there i- a great scarci- 
ty of seasoned lumber, and it requires 
years for this want to he supplied. So 
long as it continues high prices must be 
the result. The present high tariff also 
affects many articles which enter lamely 
into the construction of a huilding, while 
the abrogation of the reciprocity treaty 
with the British Provinces, and the cut- 
ting off of the usual supply of lumber 
from that quarter, must have its influ- 
ence on our market. 

We could wish it were possjSakl to pre- 
sent a more satisfactory prospect as to 
the future cost of huilding, for the cur- 
rent high rents have a very direct ten- 
dency to support the prevailing high 
wages, and the heavy eost of erecting 
huildings for industrial purposes necessa- 
rily cheeks investment in new manufac- 
turing enterprises. The marvellous re- 
cuperative power of the country BMQ 
however, be relied upon to work out an 
earlier relief from the restrictions ti|H>n 
building operations than would occur, 
under similar circumstances, in any other 
country.— [X. V. Chronicle.

from; the cros.-hars heing loosely fitted 
to the bottom, allow the sirup remaining 
in the divisions to underflow to the lower 
end. 

In operating by the Cook or any con- 
tinuous process, it is a good plan to pro- 
vide a large, shallow bo* with a thin gal- 
vanized iron bottom. Support at a 
suitable height upon tressels and allow 
the sirup to flow into it at one end and 
from the other end discharge into the har- 
rel. The surface exposed above and he- 
low carries off the beat rapidly. If not 
convenient to run the Sirup directly from 
the pan to the cooler, it may he caught in 
a bucket and emptied in. This plan ex- 
poses the sirup to dust and insects, par- 
ticularly that species of two-legged insect 
which is very fond of Sorghum and can 
not refrain from dipping in whenever an 
opportunity occur.-. 

QUALITY OF JUK E AND USE OF SAC'CIIA- 
KOMETKK. 

Cane juice holding sugar in solution is 
therel >y rendered heavier than water. In- 
soluble impurities do not increase the 
gravity as they displace their own Weight 
of water, that is, they add to the hulk of 
the fluid the equivalent of their own 
weight. The saccharometer is an instru- 
ment used in fluid containing soluble 
matter, to determine the quantity held 
in solution. Each degree in Beaurae's 
scale indicates about 1 8-10 per cent, of 
sugar or other soluhle matter contained. 

The following table gives the per cent- 
age of sugar for each degree up to 40°. 
This is for solutions containing no other 
soluble matter and based upon a temper- 
ature of 60° F. 

De 
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ently divisible, and in common rough 
calculations the little inaccuracy may be 
waived for the sake of a rule or ha-is by 
which it can be worked offhand. 

In using the saccharometer the upper 
end which stands above the juice should 
he perfectly clean, no sirup or anything 
adhering to it. Glass instruments can 
he kept cleaner and are not so subject to 
inaccuracies as hrass. The former are 
liable to break, but the latter are very 
thin and if allowed to fall are almost cer- 
tain to receive dents or injuries which 
render them inaccurate. French saccah- 
arometers are generally correct; Ameri- 
can instruments, tometimet. Sacchar- 
ometers should stand at zero in rain-water 
at the temperature of G0° F. An instru- 
ment may be correct at zero, hut if the 
scale is not graduated accurately with 
reference to the size of the stem, it may 
he fiir out of the way at the higher points; 
hence the importance of procuring in- 
struments of good reliable make.

As a natural result, these high prices 
have led to the use of inferior materials 
and workmanship in the erection of 
huildings. A lower class of timher, im- 
perfectly seasoned lumber, ami inferior 
materials of masonry and furnishing 
have been in greater demand. The 
scarcity of lahor has also necessitated a 
freer employment of inferior worknu 11, 
and at the full rate of wages. As a con- 
sequence, a large proportion of the huild- 
ings now being erected are of a class less 
adapted for durability than formerly. In 
fact the exhaustion of the supply of well 
seasoned lumher has caused an advance 
in that kind of material out of propor- 
tion to that of other descriptions j and, 
considering that lumher, to he well sea- 
soned, has to he kept five to seven years, 
it is apparent that a considerahle time 
must elapse before the market can he 
adequately supplied. This prohahility is 
all the greater from the circumstance 
that dealers will he reluctant to huy, at 
present prices, stocks to l>e held for years, 
in the face of a sweeping decline in 
values during the interim. For this rea- 
son it would seem reasonable to antici- 
pate that, for a somewhat protracted pe- 
riod, building is likely to run largely 
upon second-class erections. This Is one 
of the thousand disadvantages flowing 
from the derangements consequent upon 
the war, unnoted hy the common observ- 
er, hut which really tell very materially 
upon the comfort and welfare of the com- 
munity. 

To the very common inquiry — what is 
likely to be the future course of values 
connected with building? The obvious 
answer would seem to be that the cost 
must be controlled in great part by the 
same considerations which determine 
the value of products generally. The 
question is, perhaps, chiefly one of wages. 
The eost of a building depends not mere- 
ly upon the rate paid for the labor em- 
ployed in Marking and putting together 
the several materials, but still more upon 
the wages paid for the production ami 
transportation of those materials. In 
fact, it may be said that the principal 
cost of a building resolves itself into 
wages and interest upon the capital em- 
ployed in its production. It can scarcely 
be argued that the great scarcity of dwell- 
ings, hy necessitating a demand for more 
houses, will tend to keep up the cost after 
commodities have begun to decline ; for 
there is the same comparative scarcity 
in products generally as exists in relation 
to (buildings. If, then, there is reason 
for anticipating a decline in wages, there 
is ground for expecting a fall in the value 



Foreign Good?. 

The market has been rather quiet dur- 
ing the week; and although gold ha- con- 
tinued to advance, it has not proved of 
much b en e fit to the trade, as most peo- 
ple had remitted, off else had these gooda 
in warehouses, so that they were com- 
pelled to pay the high price for any which 
they sold, and found it very difficult to 
obtain a price to esffTCSSMMM in any de- 
gree with the present price of gold. There 
is more demand for goods suitahle for 
men's ware, which have been in urgent 
request, and command a good price. — 
Cloakings have also sold with freedom, 
and should the present weather continue, 
we may rea.-onahly expect that before 
the end of the month a very lively trade 
will he done in all kinds of woolens.— 
Italians are more called for; the stocks 
on johher- hands have b ee n small, and 
as the Be aeon opens for the spring cloth- 
ing trade, they have to enter the market 
to replenish their slocks. 

Desirahle styles of dre-s goods are still 
sought after to a great extent, l>ut as few 
of them are in the market, trade i- not 
lively, as people are not willing to take 
the majority of the trash that is ottered. 
There has been a good deal of gamhling 
going on in the importing trade of late, 
by many unprincipled nu n who were so 
selfish as to try ami destroy all the rest 
Of t lie trade to benefit themselves. These 
have, many of them at least, got so se- 
verely burned that they are not likely to 
try it" again. There ought to be a princi- 
ple, and dealers -hould adhere to it, and 
not keep garbling at one another every 
opportunity. Were this the case, a great 
ileal more satisfaction would prevail than

There is nothing that will take the place 
( if sunshine, in this pa yee! the climate 
of the United States i> far better for the 
jirxuhietion of wheat of high quality, than 
that of (ireat Britain 

'Die beat wheat years in Pngiami are the | 
»lryest ami hottest. The year 1868, with I 
Kk great heat, waathebeec wheat season 
ever known in England. The erop was | 
never batMB M larire, or the quality so 
good. The heat of the suniiner nioiiths 
approximated elosely to that of this I 
eountry. With "high fanning" there 
;« notlii])L r which tlie English wheat 
grow er dreads so much as a cold, moist 
-uminer. Could he Ik- always sure of an 
American summer, he could calculate on : 
ohtaining an average yiehl of not less 
than forty bushels per acre, and of the I 
highest quality. Hut should he make \ 
his land rich enough to produce a heavy 
crop in a dry season, and a cool, moist 
summer should ensue, his wheat would 
he all laid and not yield half a crop. So 
far as the summer climate is concerned, ! 
therefore, the American wheat-grower 
has everything that he can desire. Ours 1 
is the climate for " high farming." 

The severity of the winters, and cold, | 
late, wet springs, followed Maidenly by 
dry, hot summers, are the chief draw- 
back* t'M>ur American climate ; hut their 
injurious effects can easily be guarded 
against. All that we need is good far m 
iiia. The land must be drained, well 
cultivated, pro p ert y enriched, and sowed 

with a variety that matures early, and 
the tianH will he all that can he desired. 
In BWaiet lands, especially, the roots of 
grain which are not well protected by a 
healthy growth in autumn are very sure, 
by the upheaving of tin- ground, to be 
broken and exposed to a killing cold in 
winter. This is Inevitable in long-culti- 
vated and moist lands. In new soils, 
rendered light and DOHKIsby the remains 
of vegetable matter, late Rowing often 
rasalts differently, underdrainlng will 
lengthen the season at least two weeks 
in antwma and spring. The land will he 
dryer and warmer in spring and fall, and 
cooler anil more moist during the sum- 
mer months. The wheat on thoroughly 
underdrained, well cultivated, and en- 
riched land, will make a strong, healthy 
growth in autumn, and thus he enabled 
to protect it-elf against the rigOM of our 
severest winters ; while it will come for- 
ward rapidly during the cool spring 
months, and by the time that dry, hot 
weather set- in, the plants will lie so far 
advanced, and so full of sap, that all that 
is needed is for the crop to mature. It is 
at tins point we need sufficient sunshine 
to elaborate the juices of the plant and 
give us heat of high quality: and it is 
just here that the American climate is so 

'far sunerior to thai of Great Britain. It 

is seldom, indeed, that we have not sun 
enough to mature the heaviest crop- 
when the soil and culture are adapted to 
the wheat plant* — [Gsmmm Report. 

Fabrication of Thread from the Stalks 
of the Cotton Plant. 

An inventor in New Orleans has l>een 
turning his attention to the value of the 
stalk of the cotton plant for tin- purpose 
not only of thread, hut of cloth, and has 
succeeded in making the former, strong, 
fine, and every way valuable to the in- 
dustrial world. The article is as soft and 
pliable as thread from tiax, ami can at 
once be converted into a serviceable 
fabric, full as durable as mualin. or the 
ordinary cotton cloth. One honored and 
twenty pounds of stalks will turnout forty 
pouiufx of thread. A factory is to be 
established, according to our informant, 
for the manufacture of thread and cloth, 
at an early day. 

This discovery is not new, but the ap- 
plication of thediscovery has never been 
made till now. It has long been known 
that the nitrous substance in the cotton 
stalk bore a strong resemblance to the 
fibre of flax, but the test of it- adapta- 
bility as a textile material is BOW for the 
first" time made. Should there be no 
mistake in the experbnent alluded to, — 
tiie actual fabrication of the thread, the 
manufacture of cotton cloth from this 
thread is a foregone conchi-ion, and the 

value of the cotton p ro d u ct is Increased 

100 per cent, at once. This remarkable 
ami important experiment ought to lend 
extraordinary buoyancy to the spirits of 
the cotton growers. It will be but few 
years if this discovery is what it claims, 
tafore the South can recuperate with a 
vigor she never experienced before, and 
bar recui»eration is hundreds of millions 
into the pockets of Northern merchants, 
for cotton is tbfl great staple winch moves 
commerce. — {Journal ajr AppMed Cheat- 

Manuring Treks.— It is a mistaken 
notion that farmers lulls got into their 
heads of applying all the manure close 
up aroud the foot of the trees. Theroota 
run off for a long distance, whence they 
obtain but slight nourishment. Plow to 
a slight depth around the trees, in a 
circle, say from eight to ten feet, anil 
applv well-rotted barn-yard manure and 
carefully dig away the dirt around the 
base of the tree, and see if the lx>rers 
are at work. If so, get a small piece of 
wire and probe the wound and it is quite 
likely you may hit the worm, if so, see 
that you probe it out, and then apply 
some wood ashes around the base and 
carefully replace the earth, and you will 
see new vigor infused into these barren 
scrubby trees.— [Maryland Farmer.

The Cereal Crops and Export Trade. 

Sufficient time has elapsed since the 
heavy rains and frosts in the Northwest 
to form a tolerably correct estimate of 
the damage sustained by the corn crop. 
We have received ■ mass of information 
upon the subject from correspondents 
and newspapers, whose means for pro- 
curing it aro s up er io r, which forces tin- 
conviction that ■such of the fear that 
bat been expressed for the crop has been 
based upon superficial observation. That 

the yield has been somewhat curtailed 
there is no reason to doubt; hut, from the 
largely increased area of ground seeded, 
t he concurrent testimony of those who 
have Biade Inquiry, aided by an extend- 
ed observation and collection of evidence 
is. that the damage has not been suffi- 
ciently great to prevent the harvesting 
of a larger crop uiht year in the North- 
west than in any previous season in its 
bi.-toiv. That there will be ■ much 
larger supply of unsound corn, there Is 
t very reason to believe. The agricultu- 
ral re) tort for September places the crop 
at more than 1,000,000 bushels, adding 
that, "although late fears of killing frost 
have been realized only to a small extent, 
yet recently deluging rains have over- 
flowed lar^e an as of ripening corn in the 
West and retarded its maturing, gener- 
ally arousing si .me apprehensions of in- 
ferior quality In that which is not fully 
matured." Later advices may alter the 
pr es en t aspect of the question of supply, 
and upon this many Important contin- 
gencies hinge, among them the extent 
of the trade and the prices of hog pro- 
ducts. 

Pork operators are watching the course 
of events with more than the usual de- 
gree of interest. The stock of pork all 
over the country is very light, the quan- 
tity In this market being, on the 1st Inst., 
only 47,<i»i") bblft. — the lightest supply for 
many years. Corn has lately advanced 
materially, but the Improvement In the 
price of pork has been quitounimportant, 
the article being, at the present high 
pr i c e s, rather detteate to handle, owing 
to the difficulties which environ the 

trade. 

With regard to the export trade in corn 
and other cereal crops, the prospects 
look UMWU encouraging. The advices 
Which have reached us from the other 
side of the Atlantic for some time past 
have not been favorable as regards the 
agricultural interests, either in Great 
Britain or on the continent. The sum- 
mer has been coo! and unseasonable, and 
during harvest a large amount of rain 
fell which Injured the grain crops more 
or less, and this, coupled with the Bset 
that they were below an average, has 
caused a gradual advance In prices, with 
a strong market. The limits of shippers 
have lately been raised, and this encour- 
aged the hope that We may have a brisk 
demand during the winter and spring. 
The light receipts and high prices, how- 
ever, continue to operate as I serious 
drawback to the export trade, and an 
easy money market has a tendency to 
agJra vat e matters by enablingspecula'.ois 
to largely control prices. — [JSfew Fori 
Shipping Lift.

The Fiscal Report for 1866. 

The official report of the transactions 
of the National Treasury during the last 
fiscal year, is the most' gratifying that 
has been prepared for several years. And 
this in two especial points of view. 
First, the expenditure has been less than 
was expected ; and secondly, the income 
has been much greater than was ex- 
pected. 

As to the expenditure, Mr. McCulloch 
in his annual report to Congress last De- 
cember estimated the amounts required 
In 1886-6, for the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, at 47o millions and 51 millions 
respectively. The amount actually want- 
ed has only been 2s4 millions for the War 
Department, and 43 millions for the 
Navy, making together an expenditure 
of '.Vil millions instead of 621 millions. 
The war* and navy departments together 
have cost the nation (luring the last sis 
years almost 4,000 millions. This amount 
was expended as follows: in 1861,85 mil- 
lions; in ]sul», 437 million-; in 1868. 662 1 
millions; in 1804, 770 millions; in 1865, 
1168 millions, and in 1868, 327 millions. 
It is one of the most extraordinary facts 
recorded in the financial annals oi* mod- 
ern nations that, notwithstanding the 
prodigious strain on our resources in men 
and money Incident to a war of such co- 
lossal dimensions and of such protracted 
duration, we were able to raise during 
the last year of hostilities no less a sum 
than 1800 millions of dollars. Tins 
amount, the expenditure of which was 
essential for the conservation of the Na- 
tional life and for t lie vindication of our 
National unity, we obtained without re- 
sort to any foreign loan; for gold was 
wildly fluctuating at a very high pre- 
mium, and 1*. S. bonds were quoted In 
Europe below SO cents on the dollar. 
Such a triumph at financial strength has 
never been paralleled, and while it shows 
us the magnificent extent of our re- 
sources, it illustrates the principle which 
is confirmed by our whole history, that 
however great the crisis, however crush- 
ing the trial which comes upon us as a 
nation, we never fail to shake off our 
lethargy, develop our strength, and rise 
to the level of the duty, the self-sacrifice, 
the exertion required to make us mas- 
ters of the situation. Providence has 
evidently set up this young imperial 
giant of a nation that he might give the 
world unknown and unanticipated proofe 
of the vitality, the recuperative power 
and the clastic energy of free peoples 
and of free institution-. 

But Let us now turn, secondly, to the 
revenue of the past year, which, as we| 
have said, has exceeded what was be- 
lieved possible. Mr. McCulloch estimated 
the receipts from customs at 147 millions. 
The actual amount Is 179 millions. From 
Interna] revenue, he thought we might 
get -71 millions; we have actually col- 
lected 809 millions. Our aggregate an- 
nual revenue, exclusive of loans, was 566 
million; instead of the anticipated 407 
millions. And among the great charms 
of this exhibit Is the tact that our Na- 
tional Industry has not shown any very 
positive signs of serious injury from the 
sudden pressure of such a prodigious 
weight of taxation on the productive 
machine ry of the country. Our mate- 
rial prosperity seems at present to be un- 
impaired, and there are indications that, 
as a people, we are richer to-day than 
ever we were, in all such items of Na- 
tional wealth as are usually enumerated 
in the Census reports. 

The rapid growth of our government 
revenue has satisfactorily proved the tax 
capacities of this country, and ha- for- 
ever put to silence the' cavils of the 
croakers at home and abroad who ques- 
tioned our ability to pay, or our willing- 
ness to submit to, excessive fiscal de- 
mands. Last year we raised from cus- 
toms and Internal revenue an aggregate 
of 48* millions. In 1885 the amount 
from both sources was 2!i4 millions; in 
1864, 218 millions, and In 1868, 108 mil- 
lions, it may fairly be doubted, how- 
ever, whether it will be proper to con- 
tinue our interna] tax system at precisely 
its present dimensions. Several of the 
taxes are very oppressive to the people, 

and eost us much more than finds it- 
way into the Treasury. And although 
the people at large do not feel severely 
the mischief that some of these taxes are 
working, still an increasing number of 
individuals may be suflering without 
their complaints having as yet found a 
voice capable of reaching the ear of the 
general public 

There is another important point which 

we should not pass by in our review of 
tin' financial year. We mean the dim- 
inution of the debt, and the consequent 
easing up of the pressure it exerts on 
OUT monetary resources. In July, 1866, 
the aggregate of the debt was 2682 mil- 
lions, and the expenses of the following 
year Mr. McCulloch estimated would so 
far exceed the revenue as to raise the ag- 
gregate to 2704 millions. Here, then, we 
have again a very satisfactory state of 
things; for the real amount of the na- 
tional debt, on the 1st of July, 1866, was 
less than 2680 millions, or 114 millions 
less than we had calculated on. The 
eflbet on the public credit, produced by 
so vigorous and gratifying a liquidation 
of the indebtedness of the Treasury, it 

is Impossible to overestimate. These 
facts and many more of a like kind, 
which we have not space to detail, help 
us to understand why it is that those 
speculators whose policy it has been to 
"bear" Government securities have for 
some years past lost money, while those 
whose confidence in our financial future 
has led them to act in the opposite direc- 
tion have, almost without exception, 
been prosperous. A striking instance of 
the faith of the people in the Gov- 
ernment credit was afforded recently, 
when the atrocious attempt of some 
swindling clique of speculators to make 
money by plundering the credulous pub- 
lic found expression in the telegram to 
the Philadelphia Ledger relative to the 
President. The gold market was thrown 
into temporary spasms; the financial 
circles were agitated; but Government 

securities were scarcely affected at all, 
the dullness and the fractional decline 
being chiefly due to other causes, and es- 
pecially to the cable report said to have 
been received by a leading foreign firm 
in Wall street, of lower prices for five- 
twenties at the London Stock Exchange.

Southern Manufactories. 

We are pleased to hear, says the Mont- 
gomery Mail, that the attention of our 
people is being earnestly directed toward 
the erection of cotton factories. At 
Prattville, fourteen miles from Mont- 
gomery, upon Swift creek, the factory of 
Mr. Daniel Pratt is already in operation, 
giving occupation to three hundred and 
fifty laborers, men, women and children. 

One mile above Prattville, upon thesame 

creek, is the site of the new factory being 
established by our fellow-citizens, Messrs. 
Munter & Faber, the machinery for which 
has Just been received from Liverpool. 

At Autauga ville, twenty-five miles 
from Montgomery, preparations are be- 
ing mad.- to resume operations at the 
factory upon Autauga creek, and in a few 
weeks we may expect to hear the hum 

of the spindles. 

These three factories of Autauga, upon 
creeks which supply an unfailing water 
power, will give employment to not less 
than twelve hundred men, women and 
children. 

A company of capitalists is examining 
the falls of the Coosa above Wetumpka, 
with a view to erect an extensive facto- 
ry at that future Lowell of the South. 
This will be hut the pioneer of other--, 
for the situation at Wetumpka being 
once developed, nothing can prevent the 
village from becoming the manufactur- 
ing -eat of Alabama. 

The admirable water power at Tallas 
see has already invited the enterprise of 
a flourishing manufacturing company, 
which i- at present increasing its ma- 
chinery, and extending its sphere of use- 
fulness and profit.

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A correspondent of the Augusts Con- 
stitutionalist, writing from Marietta, Ga., 
state- that the Powell cotton factory and 
the paper mill near that town which was 
destroyed by Ge n er a l Sherman, have 
been rebuilt 'and will soon l>e in success- 
ful operation.

The Knoxville Commercial says: We 
were yesterday shown two pieces of jeans 
at the new factory, adjoining the Frank- 
lin House, that surpass in fineness any 
we ever before saw. This cloth was 
woven on one of those new looms that 
are operating there. There is a most en- 
couraging fact in this paragraph. A 
KnoxvhTe factory makes the finest Jeans 
at the first trial. Formerly when goods 
were wrought by hand work alone, it 
took many yearn to quality a people for 
excellence in any fabric. Now that 
manufactures are ma.de by machinery, 
the fabric is made as perfectly at first as 
afterward, and the article produced at 
Knoxville, from a machine imported 
from Philadelphia, is precisely the same 
as if the machine had been set up in 
Chambersburg.

CxjOVKB. — Where clover can be mown 
more than once in a season, each rime 
that it i- cut ti?e roots penetrate to a 
greater depth in the soil and subsoil in 
search of food ; it i- therefore evident 
ti v.t this plan does not receive ail its 
supp >rt from the active surface -oil, but 
a portion of it from a greater depth in 
the subsoil than most ordinary farm 
crops. Besides this, i have been led to 
believe from experience and observation, 
that the root - of clover not only obtain a 
portion of their food from a greater depth 
in the earth than is penetrated by the 
plow, but that those roots in thus pene- 
trating tlie subsoil in search of food, 
actually bring up something which in 
their decay strengthens and enriches tin 
soil for future crops. — [Maryland Farmer. 

To Find the Weight ok Bbosbp. — 

A good way to ascertain the Weight of a 
sheep that you wish to sell for mutton, is 
to take it alive ami weigh it, and divide 
the amount by seven. Thus, a sheep 
that would weigh 140 pounds, divided by 
seven, would give twenty pounds dead 
weight, equal to the weight of a quarter, 
or eighty pound- for tlie whole mutton. 
The pelt and rough tallow would make 
about twenty pounds more, thus making 
what is called in the Boston market four 
quartets to the animal. Of course sheep 
poorly or extra fattened, will go above or 
below this average, but on the whole I 
ask our farmers to test it and see if it is 
not correct.

The news of the loss of this steamer 
has brought intense sorrow to many a 
happy fireside made desolate, and has 
shocked tiie whole community by its 
frightful facts and consequences. 

Charity is the greatest of virtues, but 
there are times when it may be exercised 
in severity. I consider it a duty to repre- 
hend Garrison A Allen, the owner- of 
this boat in the strongest terms for their 
awful culpability. 

The ship was not sea-worthy, (see 
Daily Times, 10th inst.,)— the fact was 
kept from the public 

The owners were too parsimonious to 
pay good wages to competent hands, and 
sent her out with a green crew of Dutch 
and Irish who would work cheap. 

They (the owners) bargained to take 
out, and did take, ninety-five prostitutes, 
a ballet company and a circus company. 

They concealed these facts from the 
public and solicited decent people to 
take passage without advising them of 
tlie company they would be crowded in 
with. What a frightful shame! 

The ship is lost, and friends and rela- 
tive- of the loved ones gone in her are 
heart sick to find their nearest and dear- 
est lost in such company. 

We will not be understood as Hying in 
the face of Divine Providence, beca u s e 
all on board may have been gmnted the 
grace to die the death of the just. No- 
thing, however, can mitigate the feeling 
existing against the owners of the ship. 

Their contemptible avarice is shown in 
the fact that, while it was in their power 
to procure details of the wreck and give 
a melancholy satisfaction to surviving 
relatives, they have not done so. The 
surviving officers and crew have l>een 
two or three days in Savannah, but they 
have sent only one message announcing 
the awful f:iet, and without hardly a 
word of detail.

EjflTWe clip the following from a long 
and excellent article on "Political Con- 
troversies and Commerce," in the United 
states Economist : 

One result most clearly arises out of 
the present condition of affairs — the de- 
velopment of the resources of the South 
is seriously impeded. Merchants will 
not grant credit to the traders of that Sec- 
tion, so long as the present vexed ques- 
tions as to its statu* remains unsettled. 
Capitalists will not invest money in the 
openings for profitable industry which 
are constantly occurring. The planters 
and merchants are becoming disheartened 
under this practical commercial proscrip- 
tion. Cities, States and railroads apply 
in vain to our capitalists for loans, for 
the purposes of recurperation, so long as 
the atORM of the South is tile subject of 
so much exciting controversy. Emi- 
grants shun a section they find thus os- 
tracised byt he people among whom they 
first arrive in the country. All this is 
injurious to the South; but not the South 
alone. The prosperity of the South 
means the prosperity of all other sections 
of the country; and vice verm. It would 
lie useless to urge politicians to modera- 
tion in their controversies, out of regard 
to the interests of commerce. There is 
no eonsre for traders who sutler from 
this condition of affairs but for them- 
selves as citizens to eschew party ani- 
moities, to counsel moderation and con- 
ciliation. Were our merchant citizens 
to take a more independent course upon 
poltics, regulating their votes simply by 
an intelligent and Impartial regard to the 
commercial interests of the country, the 
power of politicians would be broken, and 
the Influence of the mercantile commu- 
nity would be a controlling element in 
our national legislation. 

The Hosiery and Lace Trades. 

At the late meeting of the British As- 
sociation, a paper was read by Mr. Fel- 
kin, "On the statistics of the hosiery and 
lace trades in Nottingham," which stat- 
ed that, with a population of 300,000, 
there were 1,700 circular machines mak- 
ing bobbin net, while the number of hands 
employed in lace machinery was 000 men 
in 186 shops, at average wages of S8& a 
week; 10,800 men and youths in 130 fac- 
tories, 1, SOX) of whom earn 10s.; 5,000, ^os., 
and 3,500 85s. a week. There were 4,200 
boys clearing, winding, &c, and 500 wo- 
men filling bobbins at 15s. a week, and 
1,500 brown net menders. Then there 
were in each finishing lace warehouse 
about 000 females. Although ventilation 
was provided for, the hands did not often 
apply it, and sometimes the heat in the 
factories was great. 

By far too many young females were 
employed in the houses of the "mistress- 
es" on work from warehouses, but a great 
improvement has been made in regard 
to the age at which such hands are em- 
ployed. The female population was con- 
siderable, there being about 135,000 em- 
ployed in the town on lace; the material 
worked cost £1,715,000; the wages and 
profits £3,41 5, 000, and the net returns 
£5,130,000. In regard to the hosierv trade, 
there were at work 7,500 men and 3,500 
women and youths at wages from 6s. to 
35s. a week, besides 4,250 men working 
on hand machines and the trade gave 
employment in all to 17,000 males and 
44,000 females; the estimate returns being 
£2,000,000. The two staple trades of Not- 
tingham distributed £8,000,000 las' year, 
and furnished employment to -OO.OOO 
work people.

Government bonds are higher and Ann at 
quotations.

During tho pen* week the all-absorbing topics 
have been the result of the recent t lections, and 
the telegram published in the Philadelphia 
I.edg- r relative to the recognition of Congress 
as a constitutional lx>dy, the effect of both of 
which has been to disturb financial and com- 
mercial affairs, and to increase rather than allay 
the feverish excitement of the public mind in 
regard to future events. Although the war is 
over, and we are well into the last half of the 
second year of peace, labor, says an exchange, 
has not so far return*. d to industrial pursuits as 
to make itself sensibly felt in financial atlitirs. 
While our imports during the present year ex- 
ceed those of a like period in any past like era 
..( time, our exports from the industry of the 
i-ountry are less than evei : the export oi specie 
has been greater, with one or two exceptions, 
than ever before; the balance of trade against 
us has been met by six per cent, gold interest 
Ixmds, which have sold in London at an aver- 
age of seventy cents on the dollar ! All regular 
trade and the every day Uisiw-ss of life suffers 
immensely by these daily fluctuations in the 
value of the standard measure of all values— 
and it is lu re w >rthy of note that peace has not 
in the smallest extent re-established confidence 
in a restoration to stability in the finances of 
the country. To establish the truth of this as- 
sertion we propose to give the rates of gold pre- 
miums since the party that now governs came 
into power, say for the past five years : In 1*02, 
it ranged from par to 137; in In;.:. Horn 122 to 172; 
in 1804, from H to 2*5; in In;"., Ix-fore and after 
the establishment of pence, from 12S to 231; in 
Hi06, from 12") to 1»J7; and since the first of Sep- 
tcnilier, it has ranged from 114 to 154. 

In view of the lact that the prominent feature 
in the Radical programme is the iini>eachmcnt 
Oi the President, boldly proclaimed by men who 
are sufficiently blind and mad to put their 
;b» ats into execution, we may anticipate during 
the coming weeks, until Congress meets, greater 
distrust than has been exhibited since the rclx>l 
armies surrendered and peace proclaimed. 

In the general markets of the city there have 
been, during the past week, no features exhibited 
worthy of special remark. Trade has been only 
moderately brisk, but prices in most of the lead- 
ing articles have been well maintained, and an 
advance on some of them has been established.

In American tobacco there has been little 
done this week.

Missouri have realized id. A London buyer has 
purchased in Liverpool 60 hogsheads tine old 
Western strijts of 1S02 import. The imports con- 
sists of the "Anges," with 755 hogsheads, and the 
"Martha," with 61 hogsheads, both from New 
York. The "Cornelius Grinnell," whose arrival 
we reported last week, brings 122 hogshead> to- 
bacco. 

At Liverpool the market for Western leaf and
